CSM Space Center To Be Linked 
to International Space Station 



This spring promises a flurry 
of activity For Mines' Center for 
Commercial Applications of 
Combustion in Space (CCACS), 
in and out of Golden. 

A combination of facility up- 
grades and new research funding 
will bring significant development 
to the institute. 

Phase II construction is cur- 
rently underway on its Hall of Jus- 
tice facility, which provides a con- 
trol room, working space, and a 
Class 10,000 Cleanroom, to be 
used for final assembly of space 
flight hardware. 

The control room will be 
linked with the upcoming Inter- 
national Space Station, so research- 
ers on the ground can work 
closely with those in flight. 

"The CCACS personnel are 
satisfied with the facility and we 
plan to have it inspected by our 
NASA monitors from Marshall 
Space Right Center in the not- 
too-distant future," said Frank 
Schowengerdt, the center's direc- 
tor. 

If everything goes well, the first- 
class facility will be dedicated at

the CCACS annual meeting in 
mid-September. 

Another important upcoming 
event is National Manufacturing 
Week in Chicago, where over 
60,000 attendees — representing 
companies all over the U.S. — con- 
verge to build relationships with 
the research commmunity. 

"The kinds of companies that 
attend NMW are precisely those 
that we are trying to interest in our 
work, so this meeting is very fer- 
tile ground for CCACS recruit- 
ing," said Schowengerdt. 

The center will have a booth at 
the NASA pavilion, including a full- 
scale model of the International 
Space Station. 

Funding for the center comes 
primarily from NASA, who pro- 
vides a total of $3.4 million per 
year. 

Eleven corporate members 
of the group bring the total to 
about $4 million with their private 
funding, which gives them partial 
rights to intellectual property ob- 
tained in the research. 

The center does not simply sit 
on the funding it does have, how- 



ever. 

It is very interested in expan- 
sion, according to Schowengerdt. 
'We are actively seeking additional 
funding from many sources. 

We have written, or are writ- 
ing, numerous proposals to such 
agencies as Department Of Edu- 
cation, National Science Founda- 
tion, National Institute of Health, 
as well as to other branches of 
NASA," he remarked. 

One important project at the 
center is SpaceDRUMS (Dynami- 
cally Responding Ultrasonic Ma- 
trix System). 

According to Schowengerdt, it 
is an "active acoustic positioning 
device for containerless process- 
ing of advanced materials in 
microgravity." 

Design and testing is on sched- 
ule for the project, which is slated 
to be deployed on the space sta- 
tion April 19,2001. 

The Principal Investigator is 
Metallurgy and Materials head 
John Moore, who will present the 
project at the Physics Colloquium 
on Tuesday, February 29th, at 4:00 
p.m. in Meyer Hall 220.

Windows 2000 
Released

Microsoft Corporation re- 
leased its newest operating sys- 
tem, Windows 2000. This new- 
est version of Windows is the 
next generation of Windows 
NT. Windows 2000 is available 
in four different versions, Pro- 
fessional, Server, Advanced 
Server and Datacenter Server. 
These software packages sup- 
port anywhere from two to 32 
CPUs and support four to 64 
gigabytes of memory. The esti- 
mated price of the Windows 
2000 Professional is $319 for 
first- time users, a $149 upgrade 
for Windows NT 3.51 and 4.0 
users and a $219 upgrade for 
Windows 95/98 users. 

Initial reaction to Windows 
2000 have been mixed. Some 



business users have hailed this 
operating system as the solution 
to all of their computer net- 
working needs. On the other 
hand, some users of Linux and 
Novell software have said that 
Windows 2000 is still lagging in 
some of the networking capa- 
bilities of the Linux and Novell 
operating systems. 

Microsoft has released Win- 
dows 2000 with more than 
63,000 known bugs within the 
more than 30 million lines of 
code that comprise the software 
package. However, many of the 
beta users have commented that 
the upgrade to Windows 2000 
caused fewer errors than when 
they upgraded to Windows 95/ 
98.

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Proposed Technology 
Fee Increase 



CSM is proposing an increase 
in die Student Technology Fee 
from $35 per semester to $60 
per semester. 

The increased fee will con- 
tinue to be matched, dollar for 
dollar on an annual basis by the 
institution, and all fee revenues 
and matching funds will continue 
to be administered through the 
technology fee committee pro- 
cess. The proposed increase will 
go to a student body vote in 
early April. 

Technology fees and match- 
ing funds have been used to fund 
central computing labs, student 
labs in departments, servers, 
modems pools, software, gen- 
eral access computers in the Li- 
brary, computers for ASCSM 
organizations, and other special- 
ized technology projects that 
benefit students. 

CSM has identified an annual 
need of approximately $6.6 mil- 
lion per year to support the com- 
puting and technology needs of 
academic departments, central 
computing and networking. 

$1.1 million of the need is 
funded through research 
projects; $2.7 million is funded 
through die state operating and 
capital funds, current technology 



fees and matching funds, and 
grants and gifts. 

$2.8 million is still needed to 
support the computing infra- 
structure and academic depart- 
ments and programs annually. 

$1.5 million of the current 
need is eligible to be funded by 
the technology fee and match- 
ing funds; however, the technol- 
ogy and matching funds gener- 
ate only $440,000 annually. 

If the Student Technology 
Fee is increased from $35 per 
semester to $60 per semester, 
$760,000 annually could be al- 
located to eligible funds from 
the technology fee and match- 
ing funds. 

The technology fee is not in- 
cluded in tuition so expenditures 
can be limited to specific pur- 
poses, and CSM students can 
participate in the technology fee 
process. These options would 
not be available if the cost were 
part of the tuition. 

There has been concern in die 
past that technology fees were 
not being fully expended. Some 
funds have been rolled forward 
in the past because the technol- 
ogy fee committee felt some 
proposals were weak and should 
not be funded. 



This was not the case for 
spring 2000 awards, $445,000 
was requested but only $250,000 
could be funded. Although the 
funds have been rolled forward 
on occasion, since fall 1996, $3.7 
million requests have been re- 
ceived and only $1.9 million has 
been able to be funded. 

Although the need is signifi- 
cant, the proposed increased to 
$60 per semester is still the be- 
low the national average for 
four-year public institutions 
($140/yr) and is much lower 
than many engineering pro- 
grams. 

Many institutions also charge . 
for services such as modem 
pool access and network con- 
nections in campus housing. For- 
tunately, CSM students do not 
have to pay additional fees for 
these services.

Drilling for oil is going off- 
shore. So are the environmen- 
talists. And our interests. in the 
United States are particularly in 
the Gulf of Mexico. The ma- 
jor focus today is on Synthetic- 
Based-Mud (SBM) and drill cut- 
tings discharge. These SBM's are 
used to hydraulically drive the 
drill bit at the head of the drill 
string and to carry the cuttings 
up to the surface. But the "sur- 
face" here is the ocean. 

The EPA late last year pro- 
posed regulations that allow 
SBM-dnll-cuttings to be dis- 
charged offshore. Apparently 
the increased impacts attributed 
to these offshore discharges are 
offset by the benefits of allow- 
ing their use. 

Regulations for offshore drill- 
ing mud and cuttings were 
implemented in 1993. Typically 
Water-Based-Mud (WBM) were 
used then due to regulator}' limi- 
tations such as no discharge of 
mud containing diesel oil, no dis- 
charges within 3 miles of shore, 
and limitations on the use of 
mud containing Bante which 
hosts Cadmium and Mercury. 

In 1996, however, the EPA 
provided "limited use guide

and I were treated with one of 
the most spectacular views of the 
trip. The weather pattern of 
Kimberly had brewed up and 
inversion that kept a thick cloud 
cover over the base of the re- 
sort but once the lift raised us a 
quarter of the way up the moun- 
tain the sun was bright and a sea 
of clouds lay before us with only 
the jagged mountain peaks of 
the Canadian Rockies poking 
through.

lines" for SBM's, which sug- 
gested the use of gas chroma- 
tography to confirm the absence 
of free oil in the mud/cuttings 
but that current toxicity and Bar- 
ite limits be maintained. In 
coastal regions the Enhanced- 
Mineral-Oils (EMO) may not 
degrade any better than diesel 
oils. The EPS has accelerated 
their rule making process for 
SBM's and EMO's. Industry, the 
mineral management services, 
and the U.S. Dept. of Energy 
are all providing data and tech- 
nological support to facilitate 
their EPA's efforts to expedite 
these regulations. 

Circulating the drill mud car- 
ries the cuttings out of the bore- 
hole. A "solid-control system" 



can separate the cuttings, sand, 
and silt from the mud fluid, 
which can then be reused. After 
this process, however, some 
mud still remains on the cuttings. 
If these cuttings do not contain 
free oil and pass toxicity and 
other tests, they can be dis- 
charged at sea. If the cuttings 
contain Mineral-Oil-Based mud 
they must be disposed of on- 
shore, where they are recycled, 
placed in landfills, or injected into 
the ground. 

The EPA's risk assessment 
compares the potentially nega- 
tive human-health and environ- 
mental impacts of SBM and 
EMO discharge to their poten- 
tially positive benefits. 

Currently 80% of the Gulf 
of Mexico operations use WBM 
due to the higher cost of SBM 



and EMO. In the past Mineral- 
Oil-Based mud was used for 
lubricity and stuck pipe recov- 
ery. This practice has been dis- 
continued due to the mud's tox- 
icity. Replacement methods are 
still a challenge. 

Today the major concerns of 
the regulatory agencies are Wa- 
ter-Quality and Benthic impacts. 
Some seabed surveys at WBM 
discharge cites found reduced 
richness and abundance of 
biota. Yet others found no such 
effect. And the longevity of 
these impacts are variable and 
depend upon many factors. 
Only limited data is presendy 
available for SBM discharge. 

Another concern is 
bioaccumulation. There is little 
evidence that metals discharge 
along with the cuttings will 



bioaccumulate and pose a 
greater risk to human-health than 
what is presently naturally occur- 
ring in fish and shellfish in the 
Gulf of Mexico. Due to cur- 
rent regulations and the cost of 
it's use, the volume of metals 
discharged with SBM and EMO 
cuttings is now less than the vol- 
ume discharged with WBM. 

Onshore disposal is a chal- 
lenge too. Landfill impact is pri- 
marily a space issue. Landfill 
space is expensive and limited. 
This disposal does have present 
a small but realistic potential for 
ground-water contamination. 

We cannot live with environ- 
mental contaminants or toxins, 
but neither can we live without 
oil. We still need to do some 
engineering! (Mine's engineers 
will do.)

Editorials 
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A Final Solution to 
a Passing Problem 



"Suicide is a final solution to 
a temporary problem," Mel 
Kirk, a psychologist at the Stu- 
dent Development Center, sol- 
emnly said. "I've dealt with sui- 
cide for about 20 years and I can 
tell you that suicide is never the 
answer to your problems." Se- 
rious words on a serious sub- 



ject. 

We've all heard about a hand- 
ful of suicides in the past few 
months and asked ourselves 
why. Kirk says that it's really not 
the School of Mines that causes 
it. Suicides happen on other cam- 
puses too. The reason we're see- 
ing a rise in suicide is probably 
because Mines is attracting a 
more diverse student body and 
this is really only a symptom 
common everywhere. 

The reason people commit 
suicide, Kirk stated, is probably 
because of perceived expecta- 
tions and pressures. It's better 
to just tell people you can't live 
up to their expectations than kill 
yourself because you can't 
handle the pressure,, he said. The 
real victims of a suicide are the 
ones left behind. They're left with 
a hole, an unresolved issue that 
they can't deal with properly 
when that person's dead. People- 
get angry about that and that 
anger lasts a long time. There arc- 
cases were that person is still 
mad or hurt 20 years later. Sui- 
cide is really a very selfish act, 
Kirk stressed, because you're not 
the only one affected by it. You 
don't leave those left behind a 
way to resolve what you've 
done. 

If someone you know is con- 
templating suicide or if you're 
thinking about it yourself, Kirk 
says, "Go to someone!" Talk 
about it. Don't expect people to 
read your clues. 

Sometimes a suicide attempt 
is a cry for help, Kirk said. A 
person may wait until their 
roommate is coming in the door 
before the attempt, for example, 
so that the roommate will see 
them swallowing pills. This is 
called a gesture suicide. It's an 
attempt to get help rather than 
to successfully commit suicide. 



But there's a very real chance the 
person could die. In other cases, 
a suicide seems very sudden -and 
comes without warning. In these 
cases, the person is generally at a 
mental point of no return and 
the methods they choose are le- 
thal. These are hard to deal with 
for those left behind, because 
they seem to come out of the 
blue. A third type is impulsive 
suicide. 

These cases are generally 
sparked by an event like a trag- 
edy or a bad investment. Such 
cases are very sad because usu- 
ally, a situation could be rem- 
edied eventually. 

What should someone left 
behind do "You really need to 
grieve," said Kirk. "Let it out, 
don't hold it in." Otherwise, you 
might be dealing with bitterness 
for years to come. You need to 
figure out how to move on. 

If you feel like committing 
suicide you need to talk to some- 
one,. Said Kirk. If you're plan- 
ning it, you really need to talk. 
The best way of preventing sui- 
cide is through reaching out. It 
helps to be socially active since 
you have more people to talk to. 
On the other side, be sure to lis- 
ten to someone if they're con- 
sidering suicide. Then direct 
them to help. CSM has a few 
places on campus where help is 
available, for example: 

PHATES (Peers Helping Aid 
Tough Everyday Situations), 

Student Development and 
Academic Services Center (If 
you want to talk to a professional 
like Kirk, come here), 

Health Center (though they'll 
probably direct you to die Stu- 
dent Development Center), 

The RA's (Remember that you 
need to talk about it; your RA is 
another connection you can 
make. If you feel you cannot 
talk to yours, find one you can 
talk with), 

Your church, temple, syna- 
gogue, mosque, altar or other 
place of worship. Many offer 
free counseling. Just remember, 
you need to talk about it.

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Computer Ethics - Jailed for Engineering 



Special police forces raided 
the home of 16-year old Nor- 
wegian Jon Lech Johansen, con- 
fiscated his computers and cel- 
lular phone, and questioned him 
for seven hours before releasing 
him. He and his father are now 
charged with crimes that could 
result in them spending two years 
in prison. Was Jon distributing 
drugs? Laundering money? Sell- 
ing nuclear secrets to China? No. 
Jon was programming. 

Of course, the issue is not that 
simple. Johansen was part of a 
group of programming enthu- 
siasts who were attempting to 
develop a DVD-playing pro- 
gram for the free operating sys- 
tem, Linux. He and millions of 
other programmers in their 
spare time develop the software 
that has built this operating sys- 
tem into the largest current com- 
petitor for Microsoft Windows. 
This software is open-source, 
which means that the raw source 
code of each program is distrib- 
uted freely so that others can as- 
sist in improving the program, 
or edit it for their own needs so 
long as they only distribute it in 
the same open-source fashion. 
Open-source software such as 
sendmail and apache form the 
backbones of much of the 
Internet. 

However, DVD discs are 
encrypted by a system known as 
CSS, or Content Scramble Sys- 
tem, so that any player needs a 
"key" in order to play the discs. 
Jon and his associates managed, 
through studying of DVD hard- 
ware and software, to crack the 



encryption without paying fees 
to acquire a key, and it is for this 
that the Digital Video Disc Con- 
tent Control Association (DVD 
CCA) ordered him arrested. 

Also, suits have been filed 
against hundreds of individuals 
for hosting (or even linking to) 
the program written by Johansen 
and his associates, DeCSS. I'm 
not even going to address the 
issues of why a consortium of 
corporations can order the po- 
lice around, nor whether Ameri- 
can copyright law applies in Nor- 
way. 

The Digital Millenium Copy- 
right Act of 1998, while restric- 
tive in other areas, specifically 
permits the technique employed 
by Johansen, called reverse-en- 
gineering, when it is used for 
interoperability. Johansen's ef- 
forts to piece together DeCSS, 
and his right to publish his re- 
sults, are backed by law and 
Constitution. 

However, in various press 
releases as well as their legal cam- 
paign, the DVD CCA asserts 
that the cracking of this code is 
for the purpose of illegally copy- 
ing DVD discs, and thus is un- 
lawful according to the DMCA. 
There are many holes in this ar- 
gument. 

The most prominent is mat 
copying of DVD's is possible 
without even decrypting the 
CSS. CSS does not need to be 
decoded unless die movie, writ- 
ten as ones and zeros on the disc, 
is to be watched; the ones and 
zeros themselves are not en- 
crypted, and thus can be copied 



bit-by-bit. Imagine a DVD as a 
note, written in secret code on a 
piece of paper. To read it, you 
need to have a 'decoder ring', 
which tells you that Y means A, 
etc. But to copy it, you only 
need a Xerox machine, which 
doesn't need to know what the 
note says, only what it looks like. 
Johansen and his associates are 
essentially being harassed and 
arrested for making their own 
decoder ring, rather than buying 
one; this has nothing to do with 
whether the coded note can be 
copied. DVD stampers, the 
equivalent of this Xerox machine, 
are commercially available. So 
if DVD's are so easy to copy, 
even without cracking any codes, 
why aren't DVD-R's of movies 
popping up around campus? 

Because blank DVD discs 
cost more than DVD movies. 
So even if I did crack a code to 
copy a DVD, it would be 
cheaper for me to just buy the 
original. 

Unless the DVD CCA can 
prove that DeCSS serves no 
other purpose than to facilitate 
piracy, then their argument con- 
tains another flaw: the idea (also 
presented in lawsuits against 
Napster) that software that aids 
in copyright infringement should 
be illegal, even if it also serves 
another purpose. But I can copy 
copyrighted data onto other 
people's computers illegally us- 
ing only the commands inherent 
in Microsoft Windows; so by 
the DVD CCA's reasoning, 
Microsoft Windows should be 
illegal. As should any other op- 



erating system, or any computer 
for that matter. This reasoning 
goes directly against the famous 
Betamax decision of 1984, stat- 
ing that as long as a device serves 
one non-infringing purpose, it 
cannot be made illegal for serv- 
ing any copyright-infringing pur- 
pose. 

DeCSS does have one non- 
infringing purpose: to allow 
people to watch DVD movies 
without having to buy a player 
or install Windows on their com- 
puter. So, if the DVD CCA's 
reasoning is false, if the purpose 
of DeCSS is not to promote 
DVD piracy, why do they con- 
tinue their prosecution? Either 
they don't know that DeCSS is 
not necessary for copying of 
DVD's (which would be a pro- 
found act of ignorance on their 
part), or they have another mo- 
tive they'd like to keep quiet - 
some other purpose that the CSS 
encryption fulfills. 

Jason Kroll nf Linux Journal 
offers one explanation. The CSS 
code "would allow the industry 
to put regional codes into 
DVDs, preventing American 
DVDs from running in Europe 
(where movies come out several 
months later and at higher 
prices), or preventing Indian 
DVDs (which cost less since In- 
dia has less money) from run- 
ning in America." This tech- 
nique, known as "price discrimi- 
nation," is illegal according to US 
law and much international law 
as well. The code also gives com- 
plete control of the DVD player 
market to the DVD Copy Con- 



trol Association by allowing it to 
control access to the decryption 
keys. Though their true motives 
remain a mystery, many have 
concluded that the DVD CCA 
wants to completely control the 
DVD hardware market, and will 
hire as many lawyers and lobby- 
ists as it takes to extract uncon- 
stitutional legal firepower from 
the world's governments. 

The Motion Picture Associa- 
tion of America, which backs 
the DVD CCA, consists of 
seven companies: Disney, Sony, 
MGM, Paramount, Fox, Uni- 
versal Studios, and Warner Bros. 
Free speech advocates, human 
rights advocates and free soft- 
ware advocates around the 
world are calling for a boycott 
of these companies as well as the 
DVD format in general. It is a 
large sacrifice for movie fans, but 
it must be undertaken unless we 
want this case to set a precedent 
that would allow government- 
sanctioned information mo- 
nopolies, making it illegal to, for 
example, analyze the composi- 
tion of Pepsi in a chemistry lab 
to find out how much caffeine 
it has or open up the hood of 
your car to see what's making 
that noise.

Revolution, Backyard and the Americas 



The cold war was a period 
of suffering and misfortune for 
many; yet, it was a time where 
many of the imperialist nations 
and organizations tried to apply 
their power onto others. Such is 
the case of the United States and, 
to a lesser extent, the United 
Nations. The cold war in Cen- 
tral America was probably 
where it had the greatest impact 
on the people's lives and ideolo- 
gies. 

Numerous events occurred in 
Cuba, Honduras, El Salvador, 
Guatemala and Nicaragua; 
events that took the lives of hun- 
dreds of thousands. Why did this 
occur, we ask? 

Simple: they, the people look- 
ing for freedom, wanted a 
change; this change was mani- 
fested into a revolutionary con- 
text. So what? What is the United 
States so afraid of? 

It could be said, and of 
course, this is just my opinion, 
and based on my own research, 
that the United States could be 
held responsible for the assassi- 
nation of half of the individu- 
als that died during the cold war 
in Central America alone. Let me 
cite some of the atrocities the 



United States performed during 
these years in the form of a little 
history. 

First, we have what the US 
call its own "backyard". Some 
people in this country think Latin 
America and the Caribbean is the 
US's backyard and they started 
using the term during the late 
1950's when the Cuban revolu- 
tion took place. 

One of the biggest and most 
successful communist revolu- 
tions ever, I think, it was a revo- 
lution under the ideas and com- 
mand of Comandante Fidel 
Castro with the help of other 
great men like Comandante 
"Che" Guevara. They wanted a 
change for Cuba and they found 
it. They revolted and kicked out 
of power former "president" 
Fulgencio Batista, which was 
another Pinochet of course, just 
that the media didn't talk about 
it and he wasn't as bad. The 
Bolivian army, supported by 
CIA murdered Che. 

The CIA, sponsored by the 
US, is responsible for killing 
many innocent lives. 

The United States was taking 
all this actions because all they 
cared about during that time was 



just about their selfish race 
against the Soviet Union; well, if 
we think about it, wasn't the core 
of the Cold War just that? A little 
earlier in the 50's, Jacobo Arbenz 
was the president in Guatemala. 
He wasn't communist himself 
but his close relations were. Al- 
though this government didn't 
have any diplomatic relations 
with Russia, the US felt a threat 
and sent a CIA operation arm- 
ing the peasants from the coun- 
tryside to overthrow the govern- 
ment. End result: Arbenz was 
thrown into exile. Another goal 
reached by the US? 

Maybe. In Chile the story was 
a little different. Salvador Allende 
was the president. He was an avid 
socialist. He wanted a social 
revolution and found it. Not the 
best government, but guess 
what- the US was right there 
where it doesn't belong using the 
CIA to arm General Augusto 
Pinochet - that's what it doesn't 
want you to know right now and 
that's the answer towhy Pinochet 
is still in England and will never 
pay for what he did. Pinochet 
promoted' a military coup 
backed by the CIA, as I said. 
They bombed the presidential 



palace killing Allende in June 
1973. He died defending the 
Constitution, as he wanted to. 

In Nicaragua Somoza was 
the president during the 70's. The 
Sandinistas, a group of revolu- 
tionaries inspired by the ideas of 
a rebel named Sandino, who was 
anti-US, came into power in 
1979 with the help of Cuba. 
Education and health were 
readily available. Other commu- 
nist countries like Vietnam, Rus- 
sia and China helped them by 
equipping them with military aid. 

In El Salvador, during the 
early 1980's, US president Jimmy 
Carter was funding an army that 
tortured, raped and killed many 
innocent people, yet, the US 
didn't take any responsibility 
about these actions and just ig- 
nored it in some way. In 1983 
the United States invaded 
Granada. Same year they invade 
Managua in Nicaragua. In 1990, 
the US backed up Violeta 
Chamorro's presidential cam- 
paign so she could defeat the 
Sandinista party in Nicaragua. 
She was successful. 

What it all boils down to, is 
to see how an imperialist nation 
would do anything there is to do 



to anyone who posses a threat 
to their interests. It is not about 
a race, and imperialist organiza- 
tions such as the US, NATO and 
the UN see it as such. If you look 
for winners and losers, all are 
losers. Some to a greater degree 
than others, obviously, but the 
main thing is that all these people 
found a way of revelation and 
were in harmony with them- 
selves, and that's all it matters. 

You could find the tone of 
this article somewhat full of rage 
but again, the evidence backs me 
up. All these revolutionaries, 
humble military people, simple 
peasants, vulgar civilians; all they 
wanted was more freedom rela- 
tive to what they were living be- 
fore their actions took place. You 
have to live the situation and 
imagine been driven to the bor- 
der where there is no other 
choice to make, no other route 
to take, but the radical change 
of social revolution. Even 
though some of them died, they 
did it proudly and the way they 
wanted. Like Che once put it, 
"Hasta la victoria siempre, o 
hasta la muerte".

CSM Track Update

On Saturday, Feb. 19th, the 
CSM track and field teams trav- 
eled to Air Force Academy and 
University of Wyoming to com- 
pete in the Air Force Open and 
the Robert Shine Invitational. 

The men had a very strong 
showing at Air Force, breaking 
two school records and record- 
ing personal bests for the sea- 
son. 

The men's 4x400 relay team 
(Swanson, Lengerich, Beideman, 
Johnston) finished with a time of 
3:18.30, breaking the CSM 
school record and a qualifying 
them for NCAA II Champion- 
ships being held in Boston, MA. 
Dayven Johnston broke his 
own school record in the 400 
meter dash finishing in 48.41 sec- 
onds., which reassured his own 
trip to nationals. Ben Lengerich 
finished strong in the 800 meter 
run, recording a season best time 
of 1:56.73. 

In Wyoming, the Orediggers 
also performed well. On the 
men's side, Geoff Streit, Sean 
Moran, James Kennedy, and 
Kevin Donoher cleaned up in 
the men's 3000 meter run. They 
came in 1,2,3,4 respectively with 
a winning time of 9:28.09. 

In the 800 meter run, 
Eummon Gardner finished sec- 



ond with Brandon Desh right 
behind him in third place. They 
both recorded season bests at 
1:59.97 and 2:00.92 respectively. 

Paul Fisher came in sixth place 
with a time of 2:03.54. John 
Kelly earned fourth place in the 
55 meter hurdles with a time of 
8.22 seconds. In jumping events, 
Jesus Salazar recorded a season 
best in the long jump, jumping 
over 22 feet.. 

Tyson Parrot also finished in 
the top four leaping 6'4". On the 
women's side, Michelle Roberts 
beat her nearest competitor by 
30 seconds in the mile run, earn- 
ing first place with a time of 
5:52.50. 

Meg Schissler and Leslie 
McCandless finished first and 
second in the 3000 meter run 
with times of 11:35.63 and 
12:27.92. 

Other place winners included 
Charity Garrison, who received 
fourth place in both the 55 and 
the 200 meter dashes, Judy Toel 
finished fifth in the high jump, 
and Tiffany Mensing finished 9th 
in the 55 meter hurdles. 

The next meet for the CSM 
track team is Conference Cham- 
pionships this weekend, Febru- 
ary 25/26, at Kearney.

The men's and women's 
swimming & diving teams com- 
peted at the Pacific Collegiate 
Swimming Conference Cham- 
pionships on Feb. 9th- 12th m 
Long Beach, California.
